These plants seem to p.irtiike of the nature .'iiid character of the 
serpent; in winter time being comparatively harmleii.s, but when warmed 
into life by spring and summer heat they Wconie extremely venomous 
and spiteful, emitting a milky juice that hums and blisters like a fiery 
acid, producing quick inflammation and painful swelling. Some persons 
are so susceptible to these vegeiable poisous that coming iu their vicinity 
will produce almost as much diseoinfort and pain as handling them; 
their thin and sensitive skins seem to absorb from the surrounding 
atmosphere the acrid juices cmaii.'iting from these plants. There is 
seldom a picnic or family gathering in the woods but that some mem- 
ber of the party comes in contact with Poison Ivy, Oak or some other *\; 
hurtful plant or weed, and through the open pores the poison is carried 
to the overheated blood. Poison Ivv is found clinging to tree trunks, ^ i 
PI non c.TMosTrn wiTu pnisAM n*K ^cnccs or roolc.s.
